Tlie ;^sen.^'Adiuiuis':i'ation found 
one policeman at Esquimalt, and, ftf tor 
HimdrY not very dignified attempts to 
induce the Corporation of Victoria to 
defray the expense, they took nini 
away, Isaviug that important commu- 
nity destitute. The stated population 
uf the town may probably bo reckoned 
at about four hundred, liad tlio Dry 
Dock been coinmeucod, aa it ought to 
have been, the population would' have 
been doubled. The present Naval pop- 
ulation will not fall much below seven 
buudred. The Repulse, now duo, will 
add some seven hundred, making a to- 
tal population of, .sayjeighteon hund- 
.ze^.^^j:^;ffaf]^^,BBen, therefore, that, 
under , j^rdinaty circumstances, Esqui- 
malt would be entitled to a policeman. 
As it is she ought to have two. She is 
latft without any. What impression is 
likely to be created in the mind of Ad- 
miral Hilyar when he arrives 
here^ as he very shortly will, if he finds 
Esquimalt destitute of even the sem- 
blance of authority ? "Would not such 
a condition seriously militate against 
the claims of Esquimalt as a naval sta- 
tion? Undoubtedly it would. One of 
the chief difficulties with which Her 
Majesty's ships have to contend on this 
station is "desertion;" and, as intelli- 
gent mer , wishing to do what is right 
towards the fleet as well as to conserve 
our osvn interests, we ought to do what 
we can towards ameliorating that diffi- 
culty. But if there is no authority on 
shore, no facilities either for enforcing 
order or preventing tampering with, or 
desertion of the men from the war 
ships,it is reasonable to assume that the 
tendency of such a condition of things 
will beeither to keep "Jack" on board, 
or to keep the ships away. Is a large 
and important community like Esqui- 
malt to be left without a uingie peace 
officer, and are the claims of Esqui- 
malt as the Naval station to be jeopar- 
dised simply to save a policeman's 
salary, in order that the money 
may be gobbled up by a bloated Exec- 
utive ? How very much more reason- 
able it wouldbe to divide the fat salery 
now being uselessly paid to a merely 
ornamental "Superintendent of Po- 
lice„" between two p(3licemen for 
Esquimalt. The people tihould see to 
it that the"Eepul8e" does not find the 
port in its present condition in this 
respect. The members for Esquimalt 
ought to insist upon proper provi- 
sion being immediately made for main- 
taining an efficient police force at that 
important point. The local G-overn- 
ment cannot surely have the cheek to 
urge impecuniosity as an excuse, while 
such palpable extravagance is going on 
in other quarters. If they can 
afford to maintain a luxurious 
"Superintendent of Police'' without 
any force to Ruporintciul, eurely 
they can afford to maiiilaiu a couple of 
policemen where they are needed, whoro 
their presence is demanded in the gone- 
xaliand more especially in the Naval, in- 
tereste of the country. The policy pur- 
sued by the local Government inthismat- 
ter'is. highly consurable, aad should not 
'be 'tcilerated a day longer. 

Small Beer. 

In reviewing Sir Hugh Allan's pub- 
lished letters, our local contemporary 
makes an attack upon the Knight of 
Kavonscraig, which, as it appears to 
us, is by no means warranted by the 
facts of tho case.

Tbis TV-US a matter that camo before me 
oil tho application. of tho petitioner for a 
Summons to the Cliiof Coinmissioner of 
liauda and Works to .show cause "why 
tho Bond of Eli Harrison senior and tho 
Potitioaor dated Cth of June 1878, should 
not be accepted by tho Chief Commission- 
er !is BuHioiont security for the duo prose- 
cution of tho said appeal and Hubuiissioii 
thereto, and why the said Eli Harri- 
■ 'ifipilj- Jr., should not be allowed to proceed 
.VrrtU.thiB Bftid oppeal, and why tlio said 
ComnuBsioner" snould not answer tho said 
Bi>^aiU,:;;«rithin 15 days from the date 
thereof. And in the meantinio thai nil 
further proceedings under tho Land Or- 
dinance of 1870 toiichiiiffthe Lands in tho 
l*otitioa referred to be ;itayed. 

Tlie Petitioner had taken proeoediugs 
under 40th aectiou of that Onliuauco to 
appealfi'om thedecisionof the Chief Com- 
,iai9|iioaer..' It is not at present necessary 
to consider or refer to any of the gronnds 
for tho appeal set forth in this iiotition. 
Hio present (luesiion is limited solely to 
tho refasftl of tho Cuiof Commissioner to 
accept the security tendered under tho 
dlst section for prosecuting the appeal and 
Bubaiissiou thereto. 

' -The f«6t8 relative to thosecurity.asplao- 
ed Ijefoire me with tho petition .are as fol- 
lows: — 

Tho Commissioner on tho 2!ith May 
by letter called tho Petitioner's attention 
to the 41at section and rocpu^st'-Hl to bo 
furniahod with security for oosts of ap- 
peal in tho sum of S500. Tho petitioner 

' offered Mr. Eii Harrison, Sr. On the 
2nd of June the Commissioner writes : 
•'In regard to tho sooarities offered I 
aliould wish to recoivo sumo intimation in 
■writing from tho gentleman named that Iio 
is ■willing to become-security in this case for 
the amount named, and I should thou be 
iu a position to enquire into the ciroum- 

..atanoes." The Petitioner then transmits 
the bond of Mr. Eli Harrison Sr. accom- 
panied with ar. atli.lavit of justilioation 
that lie is worth ijudi), beyond all debts, 
ir.curabrancos and liabilities. On tho 10th 
of June without assigning any statement 
of objection or reason, orenquiring of Pe- 
titioner, the CommisBioner returns tho 

. iBpntfiVitftra request thatPetiUoner would 
deposit the above amount in money. It 
■will thus be seen that on the 29th of May 
he demands security, on tho 2nd of Juno 
he demands tho surety's assent, on ths 
10th of Juno ho demands cash. No rea- 
son has been assigned by himself or by 
his Counsel other than that it was his will 
and pleasure. 

Upon the return of the Summons the 
Attornoy-Gonoral appeared for the Chief 
Oomniisaioner of Public Lands and Works 
and Mr. Drake for the Petitioner. After 
an adjournment, tho case was fully ar- 
gued, and now awaits decision. Tho ques- 
tion turns upon the construotion of tho 
40th and Mstseotions of the Ordinanoe. By 
the Hat section before the appeal can be 
lirarl the Petitioner may bo "required to 
find such socurity as may bo detorminod 
by tho Commissioner whose decision is 
appealed from, and sucli appeal rihail not 
bo heard until after security to tho satis- 
faction of the Commissioner shall have 
been given for the due prosecution "'of 
such appeal and submission thereto." 

The object of this Ordinanue was to on- 
courAga settlement. It gives any male 
British subject tho right to pre-empt, and 
spocitioa with care tho mode by which ho 
is to proceed, and tho terms on which his 
application must bo complied with. It 
point! out the Commissioner or Public 
Ollicer whoso duty it is to carry out tiie 
object of tho Act, and to whom ho must 
apply, and it furtiier gives to niiy api)li- 
caut'affected by tho decision of thisoliicor 
dj^^Cigllt of appoal in a summary niiinnor 
to the Supreme Court, or to any judge 
of snoh Court, specifying witli minutenes.'* 
the mode of such apiieal ; and in order 
that frivolous or ve.iatious appoaU may bo 
discouragod, it further requires, that tho 
nppoal shall not bo hoard until socurity to 
the aatisfaction of tho Commissioner 

'j^fyoae deoisjon has been appealed from, 
shall have been given for the due prose- 
cution of such appeal and snbmis.sion 
thereto. 

In this caso tho Commissionor assorts 
that this word "satisfaction" means )iis 
personal will— thattlio Legislature iutond- 
c'd to clothe and has clothed him with a 
despotic arbitrary power, wbioh he may 
exercise as he like.s. Fortunately the law 
does not assort with such a construction 
of ths act. 

Tho Comuiissionor as a Public 
officer is simply a trustee for tiio I'liblic 
inteieBts,and thi-i power was given him by 
the aot to promote the object at which the 
act aim<id->~uot to make him a judge in his 
"own case, or to enable him to perfect in- 
justico, by imposing siinh terms upon tho 
man who complaigs of his prooooding.-i 
ai practioally to compel him to submit to 
the injustice. 

When adiscrotionary power is given to 
kj^bjio officer, that power mustbeexcr- 
eiia^wtta reason, .As. far back as the reign 
of Queen Efizabe'tb, Lord Coke in hisli.- 
stitutos declared: 

1st. Tho po\v(U- of tho Court to rod 'orh 
a wrong iiiliictod under such an impros- 
siou as to a jjorson's discretionary po'.v- 
«r. 

lai. Ho defines what such a povfor 
nioaus. 

' "When anything is loft to any person 
to be done according to his discretion, tiio 
law intends" it must bo done with sound 
discretion and aoounling to law, and tho 
■Court of B.B. hath a powor to rodross 
■tilings that are othorwiso done, notwitlj- 
ntunding they are loft to tlio iliscrotion of 
those that do th(!in. 

DiscroMpif is to dir,eorn between right 
^tf.il wrong anil tiu'roforn wliqover liath 
power to not; at discretion iij bound by tlio 
jtulo of reason and Law (2 Inst. 5lj-— 2SJB.) 
'and tiioijgb tboro be ^ latitude o( disoro- 
iloa g.iyon to one.yot ha isaironmscrihed, 
tl)nt wlia| 1)6 does b^ cqnyonjqnt ^^4 ^0- 
fipsaary, without which i^q lipatty ioan dp- 
|end ii, (Hob. 158)." 

Thn)i tho word ".satii-f iction" has tho 
Barao n>oi>njiig as tljo word "iliscrotion" is 
ehowi) if it were necessary to shew it, by 
h« caaci qf Eagleton vs. the East India 
t.9m|)iuiy (3 Bos. v. Pul. 55). The s»*le«i of 



tho East India Go. contained a regulatioii 
thatuuy buyernot mttUinggood the remain-' 
dor of his purchase money on or b„'forii 
tlie day limited for Bucii payment should 
forfeit the tloposit and should bo vondor- 
ed incapable of buying again at any fu- 
ture sale until he sliidl have given .vii//.v- 
/aiL'on to the Court of Uirecttirs. 

The purchaser Eagleton made default 
in payment nooordingto the terms, but by 
arrangement "with th6 • Company nl- 
timely paid up and completed that 
purchase, butata subne(iuonthale the (.'oiu- 
pauy refused to accept his bids (the Com- 
pany's sales woro coiui noted publicly by .'Vet 
of Parliament) . He brought his action 
against the Company contending .that by 
having paid up the previous default and 
the Company accepting the amount, ho 
had legally given rfaliafaction. The Com- 
pany said no, they wore not satistiod . Tho 
Court dociilod that luuVr tlie words of 
tho Regulations it was impns.sibhi to 
understand tlie term "satisfa(^tion" in any 
other sense than a ijocuniary satisfaction. 

It is true tae defaultar is to givoi "satis- 
faction" te the Court of Directors. But 
tho word ''satisfaction" as we understand 
it in a Court of Law must moan compen- 
.sation for default occasioned by tho 
broaeli of a conditiini. It is imjjossiblo 
for us — unless it woro so clearly o.Kprcs.sed 
as that there could bo no doubt — to sup- 
pose that the word "satisfaction" means 
until the defaulter shall obtain tho good 
irill (tnd j)!faiitri; of the Court of Directors. 
And tlio t'hiuf Justice gi)(>s on to say: 
"1 have no doubt that they (tiio Court of 
.Uiroctor:s or tho Cnnipaiiy) (li(( iiotunilor- 
Htand tlio term "siiti.sfiicli(i:i"a''i'()nlini; to 
the construction whicli wii in a Court of 
Ixvw shall put npp^ it, ^}ut wo are to 
consider' "wliotbor the buyer bad not a 
right to understand it so, it ho thou;^lit 
(it, — and wlu'thi'i- wo 'ihall cxi'lmli' iiiiu 
forever from a pul)li<! sale — bcoauso ho 
had become a public biihb^r under 
conditions — the legality of which may bo 
doubted— -and tho words of which im- 
port that unless he should do certain 
things he should be excluded until bo 
should have made "satisfaction." 

In tho prosaut caso it is to bo borne in 
mind there was no default on tho pari of 
tho potitiouiir fin- which eompoii.-^ntion 
could be (leiiianded. There was no "satis- 
faction" to bo made by him by way of pen- 
alty or compGnsation. He i» not as a de- 
faulter to make • atonement for the past, 
but as a petitioner to give socurity to 
abide a decision in tho future. Auil 
it is in such a caso that tho judg- 
ment of tho Court is applicable, that it 
is imxiosaible to suppose — that the word 
'satisfaction' means the obtaining tho good 
will and pleasure of tiio Commissioner. 
The law abhors arbitrary iimver — it dis- 
<"ountenanec8 caprice, and it will leave no 
man, in the e.^ierciso of a legal ri.'^ht, to 
hold tho jirai'tieal fruition nf that rigiit,at 
tho uncertain, hidden will of another. 

Kobinson v.i. Chartered Bank.L. R. 1 
vol. Equity cases 32. (in 18G5) is to the 
same purport. 

By the deed of settlement of a Banking 
Company it was declared that no person 
should be entitled to become a Iransferroo 
of a share unless ho was approved by tho 
Court of Directors. Hohl that tho Court 
must exercise its power reasonably, and 
would be controlled by a CQurt of Equity, 
and from tho year iSOJ, when Eagleton vs. 
the East India Co. was decided, down to the 
present timc,70oddyearfl,acontinued tn.in 
of decisions can bo gathered conlirming 
and strengthening the same position. 

Had tho Land Ordinance, 1870, intend • 
ed cash it would have said so in spocitio 
words or words tantamount thereto; but 
it only requires that "security" shall b;* 
found. In business transactions, in legal 
language the giving security, is to save 
tiio necessity of giving cash; and when 
tho act says the jiarty conceiving hiinseli' 
aggrieved must give socurity, to the 'satis- 
faction' of tho Commissionor to abide the 
appeal, the legal meaning of the word 
"satisfaotion" is a reasonable conviction 
of thesolvency of the security offered and 
its sufficiency in amount to moot tiio con- 
tingency that might arise — not tlie whim, 
or caprice, or personal satisfaction of tho 
Commissionor for tho time being. If the 
lattjr wore understood, such, terms in 
amount or otherwise might be imposed 
as woiild completely pfeVqnt ifny efaquiry 
i ito tho acts of this officer. ' 

The ,\ttornoy-Gonoral on bolialf of tho 
Coniniissioiior of Lands it Woi ks has raised 
his point distinctly and boldly: that tho 
provision was to save tho Coniinissionor 
trouble and tho invidious/ i of waving 
whether the security oH'orod was good or 
bad, cash boing tho best Rocurity. It 
would have been far simpler, then, for tho 
Legislature to have used tlnit word ; but 
th^ Court can only judge of tho intention 
of tho Logislaturo by the words it did use 
and those words admitof no such construc- 
tion, considerate though tho Legislature 
may have desired to bo (as alleged) for tin; 
Public olUcors of tho Province. ■ 

This protonsioii at tin; present day is 
so singular chat 1 am sure the Attorney- 
General sujiportoil tho ])ositiou only that 
ho might obtain for the public service a 
judicial opinion of its unsonndness. The 
facts of the. case clearly show that the se- 
curity is amiilo for the |)ur|)i)S(.' iut 'iidcd 
byth(! Ai^t.thc upset prici' o)' 'Jm iirc-nnn- 
tioii being only -SKiO, the secnrily of- 
fiu-eil ifiOOIl. 1 must, therefore, declare it 
b-ulhcieiit, and that it .should bo accepted 
and that tho Petitioner bo allowed to pro- 
ceed with his appeal and in accordance 
with the 40tb sectionof the said Ordinance 
I do allow to tho said Commissioner of 
of L(i|,nds * Works nntil-the MOtli day of 
■lulytu aaswc?' the s.aid Petition. 



The Terminus XiOoatdd. . 

Tho Terminus of the Canadian Pacific 

Railway Company was located yesterday. 
It is at the nortlnvi^st c'ol'imr of tho fonco 
wliiidi surrounds the Admiral's residonce 
at Th(!tis Covo, and is marked by one of 
Iho posts of tho fenco on which is written, 
"f. ■.P.S.,- July 10-1873." J^r. Smith, 
wilh his force;, yesterday out a broad trail 
through the bush and saplings for a dls- 
tanco of several luindred yards, driving 
stakes at short intervals. Tho terminus 
is on the Indian Kescr\e, which coinpris(>s 
a lar;^(! tract of land lyillL; mljaceiit to tlio 
Adiniial's rc.si.Ieiice and Thetis Cove, a 
very pretty, safe and commodious bay in 
Esquiiiialt harlKH-. It is supposed that 
till; C irapany will take tho Indian reserve, 
and tlir.t lands in another part of tlio iiar- 
bor will bo allotted to tho Imliaiis.
